Rothmans Honda’s Wayne Gardner 
and Dominque Sarron won the July 
27 Suzuka Eight-Hour, round three 
of the World Championship Endu- 
rance Road Race Series, in Suzuka 
City, Japan, completing 192 laps. 
Gardner and Sarron beat the Austra- 
lian Marlboro Yamaha team of Mike 
Dowson and Kevin Magee by two 
laps. Third place went to Suzuki’s 
team of Kevin Schwantz and Satoshi 
Tsujimoto with 189 laps. Team Lucky 
Strike Roberts’ Kenny Roberts and 
Mike Baldwin were in second place 
when Baldwin crashed their Yamaha. 








The official U.S. Trophy team in 
this year’s International Six-Days 
Enduro to be held in Italy in Sep- 
tember, will consist of Husqvarna 
riders Larry Roeseler, Fritz Kadlec 
and Dave Bertram; . Cagiva 125 
rider Charles Halcomb; Can-Am's 
Geoff Ballard; and Honda's Chuck 
Miller. The four riders represent- 
ing the U.S. on the Junior World 
Team will be Husqvarna's Fred 
Hoess, Randy Hawkins and Jeff 
Russell, and Honda rider Kurt 
Hough. 


The remaining 20 riders who quali- 
fied to ride the ISDE include Bob 
Bean, Reed Bright, John Bruckbauer,

Harley-Davidson Inc., the only 
U.S.-based motorcycle manufac- 
turer, completed its plan to go 
public. The Milwaukee, Wisconsin- 
based company sold 2.0 million 
shares of stock at $11 each and 
$70 million in notes, increased 
from 1.43 million shares and $50 
million in notes forecast earlier 
(Cycle News, June 11). Demand 
for Harley-Davidson was strong 
because the new issue went for- 
ward despite a sharp plunge in the 
overall stock market just as the 
offer hitthe street. The company's 
ticker symbol is HDI. 


John Penton, owner of Hi-Point 
Racing Products, suffered severe in- 
juries in a fall off a ladder in Amherst, 
Ohio, on July 16. Penton was listed 
in critical condition for several days 
as a result of a ruptured spleen, dam- 
aged liver, partially collapsed lung 
and broken ribs. "I'm just glad I 
didn't break my back, because I want 
to ride the Colorado 500 this fall," 
said Penton, a legendary off-road 
rider and supporter of the sport.

In his debut 
ride for Can-Am, Naylor finished 
fifth overall on a 500cc ASE at the 
Devils Ridge AMA National Hare 
Scrambles, July 20, 1n Sanford, North 
Carolina.

Hard-riding Suzuki GSXR Cup star 
Doug Polen of Texas will have his 
shot at the big-time with a try-out 
ride on a Yoshimura Suzuki super- 
bike at the Mid-Ohio Camel Pro Ser- 
ies road race August 3. If all goes 
well, Polen could join Kevin Schwantz 
on the Suzuki team. 


Motorcycling pioneer and AFM 
founder John McLaughlin was seri- 
ously injured in a head-on motor- 
cycle/ pickup truck collision on a 





mountain road in southern Cali- 
fornia July 14. McLaughlin, 62, 
was riding his Kawasaki Ninja 
600R home from the AMA Camel 
Pro Series Nissan 200 at Laguna 
Seca Raceway in the company of 
his son, former road racer Steve, 
37, and a family friend when the 
accident occured. McLaughlin suf- 
fered a severely broken left arm, 
which remained paralyzed at press- 
time; his Kawasaki bounced back 
from the impact into the path of 
son Steve's BMW K100, and Steve 
suffered cracked ribs in the resul- 
tant second crash. ''| just made a 
mistake, | guess'' said McLaugh- 
lin. “The bad thing is | don't even 
know what happened. I've got al- 
most a million miles on motorcy- 
cles, so | guess that's not too bad. | 
still love my sport, which l've been 
in for 50 years. The neat thing is 
getting hurt and finding out just 
who my friends are, hearing from 
all these people, being taken care 
of by motorcycle people and find- 
ing out just how great motorcycle 
people are.''

Parks’ 1915 Cyclone won the class 
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while Ray Brown’s 1955 BMW 
took the top honors in the Classic 
class. Frank Conley’s 1967 
Greeves won an award in the Spe- 
cial Interest class. The next Col- 
lector-Series event will be held in 
early December at the Motorcycle/ 
Consumer show at the Anaheim 
Convention Center in Anaheim, 
California. 


With six of 14 rounds completed, 
North Shore Racing’s Ed Key and 
Gary Gibson continue to lead the 
AMA/MotoWorld U.S. Endurance 
Championship Road Racing Series 
with 2689 points. New Haven Kawa- 
saki 1s second in overall points and 
leads the GTU class with 2559, fol- 
lowed by GTO-class teams New 
Haven Suzuki with 2438 points and 
Team Lockhart with 2190 points. 
Team Sunset is fifth in points and 
second in the GTU class with 2182. 
The championship ts still up in the 
air because each team can only count 
points from its best six finishes dur- 
ing the season; 137 teams have earned 
points in the series to date, with 40 
teams competing in two or more 
more events. The series continues 
August 2 with a 500-kilometer race at 


Mid-Ohio in Lexington, Ohio. 


Long-time racing fans will recog- 
nize the name of Calvin G. “Buddy” 
Rayborn lll, seen in the results of 
an AFM Honda Interceptor Series 
road race held at Willow Springs 
Raceway in Rosamond, California 
July 20. Rayborn, now 26, is the 
son of the late Cal Rayborn, who 
won 11 AMA Grand National 
Championship road races and one 
mile dirt track in his professional 
racing career; Rayborn also set the 
world motorcycle land speed rec- 


ord in a Harley-Davidson powered 
streamliner constructed by Denis 
Manning, at Bonneville in October, 
1970; the record stood until 1975; 
Rayborn was killed in a racing 
accident in New Zealand in Decem- 
ber, 1973. Buddy Rayborn started 
dirt track racing in 1974; he fin- 
ished sixth at Willow Springs. 


leam Hammer's Doug Toland and 
Dave Sadowski are leading the 
WERA/EBC National Endurance 
Road Racing Series with seven of 14 
events already held, with 437.07 
points. M&M Racing is second with 
426.28 points, followed by Out & Out 
Racing with 383.54, The Human 
Race Team with 372.11 and Solmax 
Racing USA with 356.15. Teams can 
count their best nine finishes — includ- 
ing only one of two 24-hour events

AMA Grand National Championship/ 
Camel Pro Series: Round 12 


Shobert edges Carr 
at DuQuoin Mile

DUQUOIN, IL, JULY 26 

Defending National Champion Bubba Sho- 
bert had to reach deeply into his bag of dirt 
track tricks to win his second consecutive 
"Magic Mile," held at the Illinois State 


Fairgrounds in DuQuoin. 


mile-magic secrets than he 
American Honda’s Shobert 


would have liked to second-year Ex- 
pert Chris Carr, who led several laps 


of the main event, and who harrassed 
Shobert from the sixth lap all the way 
to the checkered flag. Shobert’s final 
trick, a weaving high-low-high line 
coming out of turn four on the last of 
25 laps, made it impossible for Carr 
to pick a safe line around Shobert as 
the duo headed for the finish. Carr 
appeared disgruntled after the race, 
but later said he holds no hard feel- 
ings against the factory Honda rider. 

Today's win, the Honda ace's sec- 
ond straight at DuQuoin, gave Sho- 
bert a commanding 173-138 lead over 
Harley-Davidson's Scott Parker in 
the Camel Pro Series point stand- 
ings. Parker, who won DuQuoin’s 


“Magic Mile” in 1979, finished fifth 


in today's final. Carr’s runner-up fin- 
ish pushed his Camel Pro point total 
to 126, just 12 points behind Parker. 

The show position in the main 
event went to Freddie Spencer Rac- 
ing's Doug Chandler, who inherited 
third place from Oklahoma privateer 
Ted Boody on the last lap when one 
of the cylinders went sour on Boody's 
College Bike Shop Honda. Four- 
time DuQuoin Mile winner Hank 
Scott finished fourth, and Tammy 
Kirk, the lady Expert from Dalton, 
Georgia, posted her best-ever National 
performance by placing sixth, behind 
Parker. 

‘The only thing I could do was get 
in front of him (Carr) and block," 
said Shobert after the main event. 
"Coming out of (turn) four I went up 
high, came down low, and went back 
up high; that threw him off. I don't 
think he was happy with that." 

"When you're going 120 mph, it's 
not a good idea to move over five feet 
on the straightaway,” Carr said. “It 
happened, it's over with and I'm not 
upset. Now I know, maybe, what he's 
going to do next time. I gave-him a 
definite run for his money, and he 
knows it. I've never diced harder with 
anyone in my life." 

Two of the three motorcycles in 
DuQuoin's winner circle were 
equipped with Continental’s contro- 
versial wide-bodied Conti/Blitz dirt 
track tires, designed especially for the 
mile and making their mile debut. 
Continentals were mounted to the 


rear rims on both Carr's Harley and 
Chandler's Honda. Shobert won the 
race on a Goodyear. 

Kirk, who qualified third fastest 
and who finished second in her heat 
race before taking sixth in the Nation- 
al, was a very happy lady. 

"I would have liked to win it, but 
I'm tickled to death with what I got,” 
she said. “I’m really glad I did what I 
did. I'd like to say a special thanks to 
Don Tilley, the fellow who helps 
(road racer) Gene Church. He's the 
one who got us going here this week- 
end. We couldn't have done it with- 
out him." 


Time Trials 


Shobert set a record qualifying lap, 
stopping the clock at 35.259 seconds 
(102.128 mph). Carr powered his mis- 
firing H-D Motor Co./Electro West/ 
Lawwill/Shoei/Hap Jones/RS Tai- 
chi/Hi-Point-sponsored Harley- 
Davidson to second fastest time with 
a 35.641 clocking, and the Illinois 
crowd went crazy when Kirk posted a 
35.693-second time to qualify third 
fastest in front of former Champion 
Ricky Graham; Graham turned the 
timers at 35.70 seconds. Bryan Mc- 
Dowell, the top Junior qualifier, set a 
one-lap time of 37.467 seconds. 


Heats 


Shobert got boxed in by traffic in 
the early stages of the first 10-lap 
Expert heat race, and was forced to 
run the first two laps in third gear. 
When he finally got his bike into top 
gear on lap three, he used the extra 
speed to pass all four front runners in 
a single swoop on the backstraight. 
Shobert won the heat ahead of Chand- 
ler and former Champ Steve Eklund. 
Another former champion, Randy 
Goss, dropped out of the race with 
mechanical problems on lap five. 

'The second Expert heat was a five- 
rider brawl between Carr, Alex Jor- 
gensen, Parker, Rodney Farris and 
Canadian Jon Cornwell. Jorgensen 
battled Carr for the top spot in the 
early going, but it was Parker who 
followed Carr across the line at the 
finish. Farris and Cornwell took third 
and fourth, respectively; Jorgy fin- 








ished fifth at the flag. 

Kirk followed Boody, three-time 
National Champion Jay Springsteen, 
and Terry Poovey out of the hole in 
the afternoon’s third Expert heat. She 
sized things up for a lap and a half, 
then drafted past the whole group on 
the backstraight to take the lead. 
Boody took advantage of Kirk’s only 
slip — running off the groove while 
leading on lap six — to win the race. 
Kirk edged Springsteen at the line for 
second. 

The day's fastest 10-lap Expert heat 
race (six minutes, 1.138 seconds) be- 
longed to Graham. The Honda- 
mounted privateer took an early lead 
when he drafted by Sam Sweet down 
the backstraight on the first lap, then 
powered away from the pack. Scott 
moved up from fifth place to take 
second at the flag, and Sweet finished 
third. 


Semis 


Morehead took the early lead in the 
first 10-lap Expert semi, lost the point 
to Mertens on lap four, then retook 
the lead for good on the final lap. 
Mertens nipped Estep at the line for 
second (and last transfer to the main ). 

The second semi was a 10-lap bout 
between Poovey and Hames, with 
Poovey coming out on top at the fin- 
ish. Hames bought the runner-up 
ticket to the National, while David 
Miller rounded out the top three. 


Last Chance Qualifier 


Cornwell did his best to bump Jor- 
gensen from the top spot in the LCQ, 
but Jorgensen would not be denied. 
Jorgy earned the final transfer to the 
feature race by following Cornwell 
out of the hole, taking the lead on the 
first lap and never looking back; he 
was uncatchable. George Roeder II 
took third. 


Junior National 


Bryan McDowell, who missed last 
week's Junior National Half Mile in 
Parkersburg, West Virginia while re- 
covering from minor injuries suffered 
in a recent get-off, served impressive 
notice that he is back on track. Mc- 
Dowell took an almost wire-to-wire 
win, eased his Junior National points 
lead to 158-143 over rival Bryan Vil- 
lella, and claimed his fourth mile 
win this year. 

McDowell was first off the line, fol- 
lowed by Ron Williams, Brian Bone- 
steel, and Parkersburg winner Ted

Taylor. Williams and Bonesteel traded 
second for the first half of the race, 
and Williams managed briefly torun 
side-by-side up front with McDowell 
on lap five. Villella dropped Bones- 
teel to third on the fifth lap, then took 
a short-lived lead on lap six with an 
inside pass under McDowell in turns 
three and four. McDowell regained 
the lead on the next lap, and held 
onto the top spot until the finish. 
Villella led Williams across the line 
to take the runner up spot, and Harley- 
Davidson-mounted Stephen Duff fin- 
ished fourth in front of Bonesteel and 
Taylor. 


National 

Carr made his intentions known 
right at the beginning of the 25-lap 
main event, taking an immediate hot 
holeshot over Boody and Scou. The 
two Honda pilots drafted by Carr on 
the backchute, but Carr retook second 
from Scott midway through turns 
three and four. When the front-run- 
ners crossed the start/finish line to 
complete lap one, Boody topped the 
field with Carr, Scott, Parker, Chand- 
ler and Shobert in tow. Kirk was rid- 
ing midpack with malfunctioning 
brakes, and Graham was well back in 
14th after suffering a miserable start. 

Carr and Boody took turns trading 
the top spot during the first six laps, 
while Shobert moved from sixth on 
lap one to third on lap two. Parker, 
meanwhile, was locked into a fourth- 
place battle with Farris and Chandler, 
while the once-distant Graham was 
quickly closing. 

Shobert outgassed both Carr and 
Boody out of turn two to take the lead 
going onto the backstraight on lap 
six. Carr immediately repassed Sho- 
bert going into turn three, but Sho- 
bert took the lead again coming out 
of turn two on lap eight. Graham, 
(Sponsored by Jack Sizemore/ Arai/ 
Bel-Ray/Tsubaki/ND), and Parker 
moved up to challenge the hard- 
charging trio, but before they could 
join the fray, Sweet went down hard 
coming out of turn two and officials 
stopped the race. 

There was a flurry of activity near 
the pits while ambulance attendants 
examined Sweet, (according to track- 
side reports, Sweet suffered only minor 
injuries). Several riders checked their 
tires, a few made tire changes, and 
other riders elected to change gear- 
ing. Before the race was red flagged,

both Springsteen and Poovey had 
dropped out of the competition with 
mechanical problems. 

Shobert was at the front of the line 
for the single-row restart, but when 
the race got underway he found him- 
self second into the first turn, follow- 
ing Carr. Boody was third into the 
turn, trailed by Chandler. Graham 
and Parker, who had lined up fourth 
and fifth behind Boody, were left at 
theline when the starting light caught 
Graham with his bike in neutral, and 
Parker slammed into the rear of Gra- 
ham's stationary Honda. Both got 
underway well back in the pack. 

By the end of the first lap (officially 
lap 15), Boody moved by Shobert and 
Carr, signaling for the lead swapping 
to start all over again. Carr and Sho- 
bert traded the lead on laps 16 through 
20, with Shobert in front most of the 
time. Boody, perhaps feeling a loss of 
power, backed off a bit and resigned 
himself to third. Chandler had main- 
tained fourth place from the restart, 
and Scott had moved his KK After- 
market Honda into fifth. Kirk, who 
had her brakes repaired during the 
unscheduled intermission, had taken 
over sixth place. Parker was running 
ninth, but was quickly gaining 
ground, and Graham dropped out of 
the final near the end of the race with 
a "completely trashed”’ engine. 

On the 23rd lap, Carr held a slim 
lead over Shobert. The duo was trailed 
by Boody, Chandler, Scott, Kirk, Far- 
ris, Hames and Parker. Carr led Sho- 
bert down the front straight on lap 
24, but the order was reversed by the 
time the pair hit the backchute. At 
the same instant, Chandler’s motor- 
cycle was surging on the straight- 
aways, trying to run out of gas — the 
California rider was hard pressed to 
stay in Boody’s draft. Parker had 
moved into sixth behind Scott, and 
Farris had temporarily bumped Kirk 
to eighth. On the final go-around, 
Shobert used his tricky move to keep

Lawson wins French 
Grand Prix

despite his injured shoulder, a legacy 
of his Laguna Seca crash, was never 
threatened. 

By halfway through the 21-lap race, 
Lawson had a 12-second advantage 
and was able to take things a little 
easier. “The shoulder hurt but it 
didn’t slow me down much; halfway 
through it went numb and I couldn't 
feel a thing. I had to use my leg mus- 
cles and my right arm more so they 
got a little tired but it was no big 
problem. The bike was fantastic 
though, fast and strong. We must 
have had a few miles an hour on the 
others and that made things a bit eas- 
ler." 

Mamola rode a brilliant race after 
being last off the line because the 
mechanics had to change the clutch 
plates after the warm-up lap. The 
work was done on the back of the grid 
and as the fairing was replaced the 
lights changed for the start of the 
race. Mamola lost perhaps 10 seconds 
before he was underway and then 
made up ground quickly. “I was so 
mad I didn’t have any trouble passing 
the slower guys," Mamola said. “I 
just got past them everywhere. There 
was no way I would have let them 
start without me. If they'd have looked 
like they were going I was just going 
to lie down on the track in front of the 
grid." 

Ron Haslam made a great start but 
with only three-cylinder power in the 
Elf he was soon passed and at the end 
of the long backstraight on lap one a 
group of five peeled off into the right 
hander together. Gardner led but 
only just from Roche, McEInea, Law- 
son and Haslam with McEInea los- 
ing places as he ran wide. 

Much to the delight of the French 
crowd, Roche led across the line at 
the end of lap one from Gardner but 
Lawson was already on their heels in 
third and dove past both Hondas 
early on the second lap. Roche hung 
on to second with Gardner third 
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ahead of McElnea and Haslam, who 


was losing ground to the V-fours. 


Sarron had moved up to sixth on the 
second lap after a mediocre start and 
Baldwin was not far behind. Mamola 
was still back in 11th place but had 
passed some 16 riders in two laps. 

Roche crashed on lap three trying 
to hold off Gardner. That left the 
Australian second ahead of McEInea, 
but there were three more Yamahas 
about to arrive on the scene. Sarron 
and Baldwin, riding wheel-to-wheel, 
were closing in on McElnea and both 
passed him on lap seven. On the same 
lap Mamola pushed Haslam out of 
sixth. 

Lawson had a 7.5-second lead and 
was extending it at the rate of a 
second a lap as the battle for second 
intensified. Gardner was caught by 
Baldwin, Sarron and McElnea. Laps 
eight and nine were incredible with 
the four swapping places at every 
turn. McElnea found his bike too 
slow down the backstraight and was 
trying to make up the difference 
going into the ultra-high-speed kink 
at the end. On lap 10 he over-did it 
and went off onto the dirt. The back 
of the bike fishtailed wildly but he 
managed to regain the tarmac, though 
back in sixth place behind Mamola. 

By lap 11 Baldwin and Sarron 
dropped Gardner who was caught 
and passed by Mamola. The Califor- 
nian closed relentlessly on the two 
battling Yamahas in front and took 
second on lap 14. 

Baldwin seemed then to have the 
measure of Sarron and though he 
could not keep track of Mamola, 
managed to get away from the French- 
man until lap 17 when Sarron closed 
once more. He tailed Baldwin right 
up to the last lap. 

Sarron had made a mistake half- 
way through the race. ''My rear sus- 
pension got soft as it warmed up and 
I adjusted the pre-load to make it bet- 
ter but I turned the knob the wrong 
way. I got it sorted out but had 
dropped back and then had to catch 
up again." Sarron finally passed 
Baldwin at the end of the Mistral 
straight on the last lap and though 
the American looked at repassing 
him at the last corner he thought bet- 
ter of it. 

McElnea tried to close on Gardner 
at the end of the race, but found the 
top speed of the Honda too much to 
cope with and after his narrow escape 
earlier in the race he was disinclined 
to try anything risky. Gardner was 
naturally disappointed to see Mam- 
ola getting away in the race for second 
in the Championship but said there 
was nothing he could do. “At first the 
bike was great and I could stay with 
Eddie but then the rear tire started to 
spin and I wasn't getting the drive 
out of the corners. The trouble is then 
that the type of power the bike deliv- 
ers is too sharp and it makes the slide 
hard to control. When the tire is 
working well it is no problem but 
when it starts to slide you just have to 
back off. The bike was pretty equal 
with the Yamaha on the straight, 
maybe a bit faster on top end but 
slower on acceleration. It depended 
who was slipstreaming whom." 

Haslam took a lonely seventh ahead 
of Didier de Radigues and the first 
Suzuki home was ridden by Dave 
Petersen who got the better of a 
lengthy battle with Paul Lewis. 

Carlos Lavado stretched his 250cc 
championship advantage on his HB 
Yamaha thanks toa great ride, though 
he had a mediocre start and ran off 
the track once as he battled his way 
through. Sito Pons finished second 
on the Campsa Honda just beating 
Dominique Sarron on his Rothmans 
Honda after the pair had a start-to- 
finish battle. 

While the two Hondas led off the 
line the battle for second developed 
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Randy Mamola destroyed his clutch doing warm-up lap wheelies, started 
after the pack had left and passed everybody but Lawson in the race.

between Toni Mang and Jean Fran- 
cois Balde on their Rothmans Hon- 
das against Pierre Bolle on the Pari- 
sienne and the two works Yamahas of 
Lavado and Marlboro rider Martin 
Wimmer. 

In typically aggressive fashion, 
Lavado charged through and while 
trying to make up ground on the 
brakes was forced to take to the escape 
road on lap four. He came back 
again and once into third place on 
lap eight was soon able to close on 
the leading pair. A gap of five seconds 
was cut to nothing in three laps and 
next time around he was in front. 
From that point he was never headed 
and crossed the line nearly two sec- 
onds in front of Pons. 

The fact that Lavado came past 
was enough of a spur to take Pons 
ahead of Sarron. Wimmer was not so 
lucky in his battles with the Hondas 
and was very disappointed to finish 
sixth after sitting on the pole posi- 
tion. “The Hondas had enough speed 
so that at the end of each straight I was 
at the back of the group and I would 
just work my way to the front only to 
be passed again. Carlos managed to 
get enough of an advantage to lead 
them at the end of the straight once 
and so he got away. I tried but every- 
thing has its limit." 

Balde beat Mang to the line, taking 
fourth, and Bolle was left to pick up 
seventh, well ahead of Maurizio, who 
hada fine ride on the Garelli, passing 
fast-starting Virginio Ferrari on the 
NSR Honda on lap 12. Tadahiko 
Taira deserved more than the single 


point for 10th after a spirited ride 
from his usual disastrous start. 

Luca Cadalora regained the lead in 
the 125cc World Championship by 
masterfully winning the 16-lap race 
from Garelli teammate World Cham- 
pion Fausto Gressini. It was a race- 
long battle that also 1nvolved August 
Auinger and Bruno Kneubuhler. 

Auinger and Gressini started to- 
gether but Cadalora was in front by 
the end of lap one after being seventh 
off the line. Kneubuhler completed 
the first lap in eighth place but a lap 
later was third and soon closing vis- 
ibly on the leading trio who other- 
wise pulled away from the pack. 

Though Auinger had a go the 
Garellis dominated the leading but 
all four looked capable of winning 
right through the final lap until a 
backmarker got in the way and Cada- 
lora dove past, taking advantage of 
the situation to win. 

Egbert Streuer and Bernard 
Schnieders clawed back their sidecar 
championship disadvantage by pass- 
ing Alain Michel and Jean Marc 
Fresc halfway around the last lap 
after a race-long battle. The pair had 
pulled away from early challengers 
Steve Webster and Toni Hewitt, who 
finished a comfortable third. 

Rolf Biland shot off the line to lead 
on the first lap but the Krauser engine 
packed up halfway around the first 
lap and he toured back into the pits. 
Streuer took over the lead but Michel 
relegated him to second a lap later. It 
looked as though Streuer was hold- 
ing up Webster in the opening stages

and when the British crew passed the 
Dutch World Champions on lap four 
they set the fastest lap of the race. 
Webster could not pass Michel, 
though, and two laps later Streuer 
went back into second and closed on 
Michel. Streuer looked as though he 
as playing a waiting game but when 
he should have been making his play 
Michel actually opened out a one- 
second advantage with four laps to 
go. Streuer made a huge effort over 
the last two laps and his superior 
speed down the long Mistral straight

The organizers of the Devils Ridge 
course did a superb job of running 
today’s program despite the hot 
weather conditions, which played its 
toll on the national rider line-up. It 
was obvious that the start would be 
more than just important in the dusty 
track conditions, so Ballard knew 
what he had to do. Shortly after the 
start, it was Can-Am's Ballard who 
exited the long downhill straight in 
the envied position — the lead. By the 
time he had exited the MX portion of 
the track, Ballard had a slim five- 
second lead over Husqvarna’s Mark 
Hyde and Ohio’s Gene Orail. Hus- 
ky’s Fritz Kadlec suffered a first-turn 
crash and finished the MX section 
midfield in the first wave of the 250cc 
and Open A riders. Other riders who 
suffered poor starts were Can-Am's 
Johnny Martin and Ron Naylor, and 
former National Hare Scrambles 
Champion Ed Lojak. 

By the end of the first 8.2-mile lap, 
Ballard had pulled a 35 second cus- 
hion over Hyde, while Orail held on 
to third, leading the 250cc ranks. 
Heading into the second lap, the 
leaders were already running into 
lapped traffic. Ballard said, “I was 
hoping my good start was going to 
pay off for at least three laps, but by 
the 11-mile mark, I was already lap- 

ing." 

Sull, the Can-Am rider's lead con- 
tinued, while Hyde fought pressure 
from behind. “I gassed it up a bit 
harder when Gene was catching me,” 
said Hyde, but I never felt good. The 
heat and dust was making me feel 
sick.” 

By the midway point of the 2.5- 
hour race, Martin was in the pits 
helping in Ballard’s crew. With the 
combination of his wrist injury, and 
his 10th-place position in the dust, he 
decided to pull out. “My wrist is still 
giving me problems since (last year's) 
six-days,” said Martin. "T ve got ten- 
dinitis in my wrist and it won't go 
away." 

Crashes and similar dust problems 
led to Lojak deciding to call it quits. 
Honda-mounted Kurt Hough, mem- 
ber of this year's ISDE Junior World 
Trophy Team, was battling a severely 
bleeding nose. “It just started bleed- 
ing, and nothing I could do would 
seem to stop it," said Hough. “I was 
scared I was going to bleed to death 
out there.” 

By this stage of the race, almost all 
the riders were stopping every lap for 
liquids. Some riders were broken 
down on the course, and the reports 
were, "they're down to their jocks 
and seeking out water.” 


Eight laps into the race, Ballard 
had a commanding 5.5-minute lead 
over Hyde, while Kadlec had worked 
up past Naylor for fourth and was 
going after the 250cc class leader 
Orail. Husky rider Fred Hoess had 
fought the heat and clutch problems 
before seizing on the eighth lap at the 
end of the powerline section. Joining 
his eighth-lap breakdown was Yama- 
ha's Tony Hendon with a similar 
seizure. 

At the checkered flag, Ballard had 
extended his lead over Hyde to nearly 
7.5 seconds, followed 1.5 minutes by 
Kadlec, who had caught and passed 
Orail for third overall. Orail took top 
honors in the 250cc class. Fourth 
overall went to 500cc rider Naylor, 16 
seconds behind Orail. 

The Four-Stroke class win went to 
Honda 600-mounted Scott Summers, 
who finished ahead of Tony Colin- 
ger and series leader Charles Dailey. 
Tom Buckles, riding a new liquid- 
cooled Husky, dropped out after dis- 
covering a burst radiator hose. 

Eloon Keen led home the 125cc A 
class by an impressive 12 minutes 
over Edwin Lowerre, who was fol- 
lowed two minutes later by Greg 
Erwin. Can-Am's Gray Leonard easily 
took the win ahead of Brad Sells in 
the 200cc A class, with Glen Schaffer 
taking the number three spot. In the 
Senior A class, 1t was a battle between 
Husky 400XC-mounted Terry Meiler 
and Can-Am’s John Fero. Fero even- 
tually suffered flat tire problems, giv- 
ing Meiler.an easier win. KTM's 
Scott Wolferpenger made eight laps 
in three hours and five minutes to 
take third in class. 

The Old Timers Super Senior class 
win went to Harry Greenlee who also 
won the Hi-Point age group at 16, 
ahead of second-place finisher Cha- 
rles Calbraith, 51, and Can-Am's pro- 
duct manager Jeff Smith, 52. s

Vreeke is unstoppable, 
wins twice at Willow

ROSAMOND, CA, JULY 20 


Jim Vreeke rode his Kerker-sponsored Yama- 
ha FZ750 to victory in both feature races at 
Willow Springs International Raceway, win- 
ning the Formula USA race and the Kerker 


Superbike race. Texas Hyper- 
formance-sponsored Doug 
Polen was second in both events, 
with Doug Toland third in 


Formula USA and Jeff Stern third in 
Kerker action. 

Polen won both rounds of the 
Suzuki GSXR Cup Series, Open Pro- 
duction and 750cc Production, and 
finished a close-and-closing second 
to Ben Williams in the Honda VF500 
Interceptor racc. 

Polen's wins started out in 750cc 
Stock Production, an eight-lap race 
which he won by a margin of two 
seconds over Richard Moore. Toland, 
coming up from a poor start, went 
from fifth to third and was gaining 
slowly, but finished third another 
two seconds behind Moore. 


But the action in the race was up 
front, when Polen and early leader 
Don Canet came close to colliding in 
turn one on the sixth of eight laps, 
Polen diving underneath Canet at 
the entrance of turn one, getting in 
too hot and drifting wide, across 
Canet's front wheel; Canet rolled off 
the gas, pulled it back down under- 
neath Polen and rolled on the throt- 
tle, repassing Polen before losing the 
rear end, sliding-and high-siding 
into the dirt outside the track. 

In the VF500 Interceptor race, Polen 
came from sixth to third, got in a big 


slide in turn four with two laps leftin : 


the race, dropped back to sixth, and 
charged into second on the last two 
laps. He lost to Williams by a few feet 
at the finish line. Last month's win- 
ner, Joe Solis, was third with for-

merly unbeatable Billy DeBere fourth 
and Moore fifth. 

Polen credited his improved per- 
formance in the VF500F race to his 
switch from an oversize 160/60-18 
Michelin Hi-Sport rear tire to a 130/ 
70-18 Michelin Hi-Sport, and claimed 
a new, unofficial class lap record of 
1:35.0. Winner Williams credited 
sponsors Simi Valley Honda, ICRT 
Michelin and Shoei. 

Polen's Open Stock Production 
win came down to a last-lap draft 
attempt by Chris Steward, whose Den- 
ny Fryer-tuned GSXR1100 was easily 
the fastest bike on the track; Steward 
came close but didn't get past Polen, 
who swerved on the straightaway to 
try to break Steward's draft. Inde- 
pendent watches got both Polen and 
Steward at high 1:29s during the 
event, unofficially shattering the class 
lap record, with Polen a 10th faster. 

Vreeke's win in the Kerker Super- 
bike race was a runaway from the 
slim field of seven bikes, the race 
itself being most notable in that Ker- 
ker/Dunlop/Spectro/ND/ Cycle Rac- 
er-sponsored Vreeke ran 1:29s on his 
750cc Yamaha the entire eight laps, 
his best being a 1:29.2. Polen finished 
second on his Suzuki GSXR750 Limi- 
ted Edition AMA Superbike. 

Polen jumped into the Formula 
USA lead on his GSXR1100 Suzuki, 
with Earl Roloff, Vrecke and Toland 
just behind. But Toland motored his 
Jim Labine-tuned Suzuki endurance 
bike past the other three on the front 
straight and dove into turn one in 
front just as Vreeke passed Roloff for 
second. Roloff tried riding around 
Vreeke and Toland way outside in 
turn two but didn't make it by; Vreeke 
pulled alongside, outside Toland 
around sweeping turn eight, didn't 
make the pass, but drafted past 1nto 
turn one to start the third lap. Roloff 
and Polen quickly passed Toland, 
too, as Toland slowed and lost ground. 


With two laps to go, Vreeke led

Polen with Roloff third and Toland 
one second behind Roloff and two 
seconds behind Vreeke. In the last 
two laps, Toland made up half the 
distance to Vreeke, catching and pass- 
ing Roloff to finish third. 

Canet won 600cc Stock Produc- 
tion, coming from an early fourth to 
catch and pass initial leader Steve 
Cardillo; Chuck Waychoff was second 
with Jim Jepsen third and Cardillo 
fourth, all on Yamahas. Dean Mizdal 
won 450cc Stock Production after a 
race-long battle with Bill Donovan, 
both on RZ350 Yamahas. *

Has the KDX met tts 


match?

Since its introduction into the enduro world 
three years ago, the Kawasaki KDX200 has 
enjoyed complete supremacy in the 200cc 
class. Challengers have included the Honda 


XR200, Yamaha IT200, Suzuki 
PE175 and Can-Am 175 ASE, 


but none were as good as the 
Kawasaki. 


Last year, Can-Am made its 175cc 
model a 200cc machine, but Can- 
Am 's first 200cc effort wasn't as good 
as the KDX. But now Can-Am has a 
year's worth of experience with the 
200 ASE, and Can-Am is concentrat- 
ing on enduro competition; the pres- 
sure is on Kawasaki, and the KDX 
faces its toughest challenge yet — the 
revamped 1986 200 ASE Can-Am. 

The air-cooled 199.3cc rotary-valve 
Rotax engine in the Can-Am has 
porting changes, the exhaust ports 
are now taller and narrower than 
before to give the ASE more torque 
compared to last year's peaky motor. 
The six-speed transmission has the 
same ratios as before, but the coun- 
tershaft has been made stronger. A 
Motoplat ignition replaces last year's 
Bosch system. 

The front brake has been changed 
from a drum to a 9.5-1nch Grimeca 
disc brake, while a drum brake is still 
used in the rear. 

The Can-Am uses a Answer Prod- 
ucts-made aluminum silencer that 
comes with an (unattached) add-on 
spark arrester tip. 

The motor is surrounded by the 
same Reynold's 531 chrome-moly steel 
red-painted tubing frame as used on 
the 250 ASE. The front downtube is a 
split double cradle, allowing the use 
of a centerport exhaust. 

ni- 
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que with the left fork leg controlling 
the compression damping and the 
right leg controlling the rebound 
damping; there are no external adjust- 
ments. The fork seals are completely 
redesigned so they can be removed 
easier and more quickly, and if a seal 
has to be replaced on race day, it can 
be done without having to tear the 
forks completely apart; seals can be 
removed after sliding the fork tubes 
out of the triple clamps. The stan- 
chion tubes have been made stronger 
by increasing the diameter from 40mm 
to 42mm. 

The rear Quad Link II suspension 
uses a White Power remote reservoir 
shock revalved for smoother action. 
It has seven compression and 11 re- 
bound external damping adjustments. 

Most of the other changes to the 
Can-Am are minor. The white plas- 
tic fenders are now made by Acerbis 
and have red plastic bolt-on extend- 
ers at both ends. The plastic head- 
light cowling is also made by Acer- 
bis. The handlebar mount is pushed 
forward 1.0 inch to help eliminate 
last year's cramped seating position, 
while the footpegs were also moved a 
0.50 inch forward and higher. The 
brake pedal now pivots on needle 
bearings instead of a bushing. Akront 
gold-anodized rims carry Metzeler 
tires. 

Like the Can-Am, the 1986 Kawa- 
saki isn't radically changed. The big- 
gest changes are the new front disc 
brake and the KIPS (Kawasaki Inter- 
grated Power-Valve System), as found 
on the KX motocrossers.

The KDX's 196cc motor is also air- 
cooled, with a few minor changes to 
accept the KIPS, which is designed to 
enhance bottom-end power without 
sacrificing power on top; the system 
includes an exhaust resonator, two 
auxiliary exhaust sub-ports, two 
valves to open and close the resonator 
and sub-ports and a crankshaft-driven 
ball-ramp governor. At low rpm, the 
dual valves open the resonator and 
close the sub-ports top boost power 
off the bottom. At. high rpm, the 
valves close the resonator and open 
the subports to gain power on top. 

A massive, steel U.S. Forest Service- 
approved spark arrester/silencer is 
slightly less restrictive than last year's 
muffler. 

A larger flywheel is used in the 
1986 Kawasaki, which Kawasaki engi- 
neers say helps reduce vibration. The 
clutch is now slightly larger, and first 
gear has a slightly lower ratio, while 
the rest of the gears remain the same. 

The silver-painted, KX125-based 
frame now has two triangular rear 
frame sections added in the rear to 
support the rear fender.

The Kayaba forks have no com- 
pression or rebound damping set- 
ting, but they are air adjustable. The 
stanchion tubes are now thicker and 
stronger at 43mm. 

The rear Uni-Trak suspension is 
relatively unchanged. A single Kayaba 
shock with a remote reservoir is used, 
but the reservoir body is now made 
out of aluminum instead of steel. 
The shock now has two externally 
adjustable compression damping set- 
tings, as well as 20 rebound damping 
settings. 

Other notable changes include hand 
guards, a more comfortable seat, a 
reshaped gas tank, easier access to the 
airbox, a rear brake cable (1nstead of a 
rod) and blue fork gaitors. 

The hubs are unpainted alumi- 
num, and the tires are Dunlops. 

The Can-Am comes equipped with 
just an odometer, while the Kawasaki 
has a digital odometer, speedometer 
and clock readout. 

Riding 

The Can-Am and the Kawasaki 
feel completely different. The Can- 
Am feels much taller, but it’s actually 
only 0.50 inch taller than the Kawa- 
saki, and the handlebars are much 
narrower. The Can-Am is designed 
for tight woods trails, the kind most 
often found in the eastern part of the 
country. | 

The Kawasaki has the kickstarter 
mounted on the right side of the bike 
and can be kicked over without 
smashing your foot on the footpeg. 
The left-side kick on the Can-Am is 
simple to use. It has a shorter stroke 
than the Kawasaki and doesn’t smash 
feet either. Hot or cold, the Can-Am 
started on the first kick 99% of the ` 
time, while the Kawasaki usually 
took two kicks. 

Once running, the Kawasaki is 
much, much quieter than the Can- 
Am; we rode the Can-Am without 
installing the add-on spark-arrestor. 

The KDX has a smooth, broad 
powerband and is very responsive; 
the Can-Am is harder to manage and 
more difficult to keep in the power- 
band compared to the KDX, but 
works well in extremely tight, first- 
gear sections or tapped out on wide- 
open trails. In between, though, the 
Can-Am is hard to keep in the right 
gear, making it necessary to slip the 
clutch. The Can-Am also tends to fall 
off the pipe rather quickly if the rider 
isn't on top of things at all times, 
riding the bike aggressively. 

The Kawasaki is much easier and 
more forgiving to work with in tight

(second gear) to semi-tight (third and 
fourth gear) sections. The KDX 
doesn't have to be shifted or clutched 
nearly as much as the Can-Am, and it 
can be lugged much lower from second 
gear on up. The first gear ratio is 
lower on the Can-Am, making it eas- 
ier to ride in super-slow stuff. 

The Can-Am takes a little getting 
used to. On semi-tight trails with a 
gradual incline, the Can-Am really 
loses a lot of ground to the Kawasaki. 
The Can-Am revs too slowly out of 
the turns compared to the Kawasaki 
and has to be clutched for fast geta- 
ways. But to make matters worse, the 
clutch is extremely hard to pull, tak- 
ing at least two or three fingers to get 
the job done. The Kawasaki has a 
light clutch pull. 

On level ground, or going down 
hill, the Can-Am’s motor is more 
enjoyable. In fast sections, the Can- 
Am likes to be revved out and works 
on par, if not better than the KDX. 
But for plain ol’ trail riding, the 
Kawasaki's motor is much more fun 
to ride. It pulls strongly, it's torquey, 
it’s hard to stall and doesn't vibrate 
nearly as much as the Can- Am, except 
for when it's completely revved out. 

Both the Can-Am and Kawasaki 
have good, smooth-working trans- 
missions, but missed shifts did occur 
on both bikes now and then. 


When it comes to suspension, steer- 


ing and overall handling, the two 
bike are more closely matched. The 
Kawasaki's front end is very sensitive 
and twitchy, while the Can-Am's 
steering feels slower but more con- 
trollable and stable. Much of this has 
to do with tires and the Can-Am's 
2.8-inch longer wheelbase. The Met- 
zelers on the Can-Am stick to the 
trails far better than the KDX's Dun- 
lops on dry, hard-packed, rocky 
ground and are about equal on the 
wet, muddy stuff. 

The Can-Am does have a steering 
flaw, however, and it's a big one. The 
ASE doesn’t have nearly enough lock- 
to-lock turning and has a wide turn- 





ing radius. In really tight, switch- 
back turns, we found the Can-Am's 
triple clamps hit the forks stops way 
too soon. We fell over a couple of 
times in these sections becuse of this 
problem. You can remove the little 
plastic stops on the frame to help fix 
the problem, but then the forks will 
hit the gas tank. 

Riding over a rocky section, the 
Can-Am feels more stable and holds a 
straighter line than the Kawasaki; 
again, the longer wheelbase plays a 
role here. The Can-Am is a little less 
bouncy when slamming into rocks 
and roots, and, even though the Can- 
Am weighs slightly less than the 
Kawasaki, it feels heavier. Lifting the 
Kawasaki's rear end is also easier 
since there is a comfortable grab 
point on the rear frame section; on 
the Can-Am, the rider has to grab the 
narrow edge of the rear fender, which 
flexes and digs into the rider’s hand. 

Both front and rear suspension 
work well on-both bikes. At speed, 
the Can-Am holds a straight line, 
kicks every now and then but gener- 
ally is very stable and absorbs the 
bumps nicely. The Kawasaki’s Uni- 
Trak rear suspension is slightly 
plusher than the Can-Am’s Quad- 
Link II but tends to bottom at high 
speed. Up front, we found nothing to 
complain about — the forks on both 
bikes work smoothly, but the Kawa- 
saki’s forks were slightly softer than 
the Can-Am’s. In low-speed situa- 
tions, the bikes are equal in suspen- 
sion, but on high-speed trails, the 
Can-Am works better. 


Brakes are strong on both bikes, 
but the Can-Am’s rear brake loses. 


some power after crossing a stream 
and getting wet. Plus, the rear brake 
on the Can-Am is much more sensi- 
tive than the Kawasaki's, and tends to 
lock up. 

When stream crossings were really 
deep, the Kawasaki would cough but 
didn’t die; the Can-Am purred 
through. |

compared to the torquey Kawasaki. 
The KDX has better throttle response 
to pop the front wheel up over rocks, 
and the front end feels lighter as well. 

The Kawasaki has a more comfor- 
table riding position than the Can- 
Am, but the KDX's handlebars are 
too wide and uncomfortable when 
standing on the footpegs. Our big- 
gest comfort gripe on the Can-Am 
concerns the airbox, which sticks out 
on the right side of the bike and rubs 
against the rider's leg. 

And the Can-Am’s kickstand has a 
strange bend, sticking out too far in 
the up position, and is too long. 
Unless the ground is perfectly flat, or 
a slight downhill slope, it's tough to 
get the Can-Am to balance itself. 

The Kawasaki's new hand guards 
(which the Can-Am doesn't have) are 
a smart addition to the KDX; unfor- 
tunately, they're poorly designed. Any 
hard impact causes the guards to 
pivot on their mounting bolts and

rest against the front brake and clutch 
levers. The only time the hand guards 
work well 1s when riding in thin 
brush; they're useless if the riders hits 
a thick tree branch or heavy brush. 

Both the Can-Am and Kawasaki 
are first-class enduro motorcycles. But 
the Kawasaki is still the champ, and 
it’s the KDX’s motor that clinches the 
title. If the Can-Am ’s motor performed 
like the Kawasaki's masterpeice, a 
coin toss would be needed to deter- 
mine the winner of this bout. The 
smooth, torquey, wide powerband of 
the Kawasaki makes the KDX a per- 
fect motorcycle for any competitive 
enduro or weekend play rider, while 
the Can-Am’s high-revving motor is 
more suited for the experienced and 
serious enduro competitor; one who 
can keep the Can-Am moving at a 
fast pace, in the top of the power- 
band, where it works best. 

As it stands now, the KDX still 
reigns. e

U.S. team tops the

American cops are the best in the world, at 
least at riding California Superbike School 
Ninja 600Rs around Willow Springs Inter- 
national Raceway. That's the verdict after 


the United States team domi- 
nated the inaugural running 
of the Police Olympic Road 
Racing World Championship 
at Willow. 

Despite competition from France, 
New Zealand, Italy, Australia, Den- 
mark, England, West Germany, 
Switzerland and Canada, the Ameri- 
cans took away all 12 gold medals 
there were to be scored at the event. 

Biggest individual winner out of 
the series of events held over two days 
(Friday and Sunday) was the Arizona 
Highway Patrol’s Rick Williams, who 
collected a total of six gold medals. 

Emphasizing the good will in 
which the Olympics were held, Wil- 
liams passed his gold medals out 
between his team-mates, Charles 
Price, Mark Perez, Michael Summers, 
Bill Justice, Cecil Doss, Rick Shaw 


and non-riding Team Captains Bruce 
Wilson and David Steele. 

Williams’ most gratifying win came 
in the Budweiser Race of Nations, 
one of the feature events on Sunday’s 
AFM program. 

The race lived up to its impressive 
pre-event publicity with the 2000- 
strong crowd getting right behind 
Williams in his racetong battle with 
Frenchman Marc Granié. 

Williams, a Phoenix Road Racing 

Organization (PRRO) competitor, won 
the Budweiser race after making a 
brave outside pass on Granié at turn 
one. 
The Frenchman hung with Willi- 
ams for the entire 10-lap race, but 
could not repass in the dreadful 110° 
heat the event was run In. 

Price, of the United States, finished 
third, giving the United States the

gold and the bronze medal in the 
most prestigous event of the cham- 
pionship. 

But the U.S. had already sewn up 
the overall on Friday with a totally 
dominant performance in the Open 
Pursuit Match Race. 

No less then 44 officers from 10 
countries were available to compete 
at the start of Friday’s practice. How- 
ever, it soon became apparent that 
the amount of skill varied enormously 
between the police officers, with lap 
times as low as the one minute, 40- 
second bracket and as high as the 
two-minute, 25-second bracket. 

Four medal classes were awarded 
during Friday’s session at the race- 
track, which was run under non- 
racing conditions with riders being 
let out onto the race track three to five 
seconds apart on the California Super- 
bike School machines. 

Williams earned the gold in the 
fastest-single-lap event with a 1:41.50 
time, followed by Flying Tigers-spon- 
sored AMA Superbike racer Rick Shaw 
of the Miami-Dade Police with a 
1:42.44 time, while Granié of the 
Compagnie Motocyclistes posted a 
1:43.18 to take the bronze. 

Williams also took the fastest aver- 
age of three laps by country with a 
1:41.71 with Granié second on 1:43.75, 
while MOT Auckland policeman 
Simon Johnson of New Zealand took 
the bronze with a 1:47.13 time. 

Williams combined with Shaw and 
Price to take the fastest single lap, 
team (three fastest riders from each 
country averaged) with a 1:42.39, 
while Grani was joined by Gerard 
Singence and Raymond Loizeaux 
(both also of Compagnie Motocyc- 
listes) on 1:47.81 for France’s second 
silver, while Johnson, Yogi (Grant) 
Martin and Dave Frew (both Auck- 
land City Traffic) tied them for a 
silver also. 

Giangelo Croci, Gian Marco Rossi 
and Angelo Signorelli, all of the 
Milan Police, gave Italy its first medal 
with 1:48.35 lap time for the bronze. 

The Americans completed the 
sweep of Friday’s results by winning 
the fastest average lap by a team 
(average of the fastest average laps, by 
country) with a 1:42.38, with France 
second and New Zealand coming in 
third, the two countries posting a 
1:47.84 and 1:48.28, respectively. 

With three points being awarded 
for a gold, two for silver and one for 
bronze Friday’s competition left the 
United States with a stranglehold on 
the Olympics with 23 points; France 
had scored 15, New Zealand 10 and 
Italy was the only other country on 
the board with three points. 

The 44 riders from Friday were 
paired down to 19 for Sunday’s Bud- 
weiser Race of Nations with two rid- 
ers from each nation and the sole 


Canadian representative, Peter Ditch- 
field of Vancouver, making it through 
to the final. 

Most teams selected their two fast- 
est riders for the race. However the 
United States elected to put Price into 
the lineup rather than Shaw. 

"We thought putting in Charles 
into the race would be more in line 
with the intention of the champion- 
ship, giving the Amateurs a go rather 
than a Pro like Rick," explained Wil- 
liams on the morning of the race. 

At the 1:30 p.m. start for the 10-lap 
race, Granié jumped into the lead 
until Williams made his daring out- 
side pass into turn one on the French- 
man and led the rest of the way, much 
to the delight of the parochial crowd. 
However, Granié never fell more than 
a few bikelengths behind. Price was 
meanwhile having a lonely ride in 
third ahead of a swarming pack of 
riders dicing for fourth through 10th. 

With just two laps to go, Steen 
Pedersen of Denmark lost control of 
his Ninja in turn nine and crashed, 
once again without serious injury to 
himself or his machine. 

Williams clocked a 1:39.88 time 
on his way to victory, while Granié’s 
best was a 1:40.14. Price, (a Sacra- 
mento Co. Sheriff), managed a 
1:41.96 lap on his way to the bronze 
medal. 

The battle for the rest of the top 10 
resolved itself with Singence, Aus- 
tralian Andrew Fogarty (Tasmanian 
Police), Denmark’s Orla Madsen 
(Redovre Police), Australian Alex 
Jerrim (Tasmania), England’s Robin 
Haslam (North Yorkshire Police, no 
relation to Ron), and Croci. 

That left the final results as the 
United States scoring 12 gold, one 
silver and one bronze for 39 points; 
France with 11 silver and one bronze 
for 23 points; New Zealand with three 
silver and four bronze for seven points 
having been fined three points for 
Martin's crash; and Italy with three 
bronze and three points.

Beals gives H-D’s 
state of the 
company address

PASADENA, CA, JULY 24 

“We have all the pieces of the 
puzzle together and I think 
Harley-Davidson is on a roll 
with a solid foundation,” Har- 


ley-Davidson Chairman Vaughn Beals 
said as he concluded what was basi- 
cally a state-of-the-company address 
at a press conference at the Pasadena 
Holiday Inn in southern California. 

Beals said that Harley-Davidson 
has gone from the survival to the re- 
covery stage following the company’s 
lean years of 1981 and 1982, and is 
now ready for the prosperity stage. 
The company is off to a fresh start 
following its recent offering of pub- 
lic stock and notes and, according to 
Beals, $92 million has been raised in 
the public market. 

"We are very pleased with the mar- 
ket's response to the stock," Beals 
said. 

The company is $70 million in 
debt, but Beals pointed out the posi- 
tives of the debt. According to Beals, 
the loan is at 12.5% and 1s fixed where 
as the company's previous loan was 
based on a non-fixed, interest-over- 
prime rate; the loan is also payable in 
one lump sum in 1996. ''Itis all unse- 
cured and none of it is mortgaged to 
the banks anymore," Beals said. 

“With $30 million in the bank, 
really the net debt 1s $40 million," he 
said. ''So we've gone from a $85 mil- 
lion debt to under $40 million. We 
are in an infinitely better situation 
today, but that doesn't mean we can 
relax. We still have to run it mean 
and lean to compete.” 

The company will hold its first 
board meeting next week and will 
include three board members from 
among the new stockholders. '"The 
people are three bright and inde- 
pendent people," Beals said. “We 
want an active board. We picked guys 
that will say what's on their mind." 

Beals outlined Harley-Davidson's 
top priority: Improving quality and 
cost parity, but said. “We don't have 
a desire to sell a Harley-Davidson for 
the price of our competition. We 
think they are worth more than that.” 

Beals also said that the Nova and 
Tri-Hawk will again become a prior- 
ity within the company's immediate 
plans, but said. “We are talent-limited 
and will work on one or two things at 
a time. We will get our thoughts 
planned out." 

According to figures shown at the 
press conference, Harley-Davidson is 
second only to Honda in above-650cc 
market share; Honda has 38.6% with 
Harley at 18.6%. Yamaha's 15.9, 
Kawasaki's 11.9 and Suzuki's 11.4% 
follow. i 

Harley spokesmen at the confer- 
ence also emphasized that the com- 


pany learned a valuable lesson dur- 
ing the lean years. “We are notin the 
motorcycle business, we are in the 
people business,” and later added, 
"We're in the cruising, styling busi- 
ness, not in the canyon racing busi- 
ness." 

When asked who was buying the 
majority of the public stock, Beals 
said, “It’s fairly broad. A lot of i ae 
want a piece of Harley.”

Art that imitates life went out 
with the invention of the 
camera. Now there is art that 
goes beyond whata camera can 


see, an image that only a talented 
artist can give us, using the latest 
painting technology. Such a one is 
Jeff Gundlach, who has mastered the 
technique of “Mylagrafy.” Mylagrafy 
is a recent development of the litho- 
grapher’s craft that lets the artist 
literally "paint with a printing press.” 
Most of the modern Limited edition 
prints being offered by such artists as 
Dali and Picasso are made by a sim- 
ilar process. 

Daytona is the latest 1n the series of 
limited editions that resemble posters 
that never were. From a distance it 
conveys the dizzy thrill of road racing 
on the high banked track. Viewers 
invaribly cock their head at the pic- 
ture. Up close the wheels seem to 
spin. The two riders in the fore- 
ground (obviously Kenny Roberts 
and Freddie Spencer, stalked by an 
impressionistic Eddie Lawson) seem 
to be made of the same stuff as their 
motorcycles. It is a scene I witnessed 
from afar once in the early 1980s. If I 
ever forget it, I will have this print to 
remind me just how fine it was. 

The picture is printed in seven 
permanent colors on museum qual- 
ity, handmade, acid-free rag paper. 
Each is signed and numbered by the 
artist. As long as it is properly framed 
and displayed out of direct exposure 
to ultraviolet light, it should last 
forever. Only 171 of the 213 original 
prints in the edition remain unsold, 
and they will probably increase in 
value. But we recommend that you 
own this print, not as an investment, 
but rather as an artifact that will 
make your world a little better look- 
ing.

Ermolenko makes it 
to the finals

Sudden Sam Ermolenko, the May wood, Cali- 
fornia speedster who surprised everybody by 
taking third place in the World Speedway 
Championships last year, is through to the 


finals again with a fine chance 
of improving on his 1985 posi- 
tion. 

Ermolenko made sure by tak- 
ing fifth spot among the 11 qualifying 
finalists in the Inter-Continental 
Semi-Final at Odsal Stadium, Eng- 
land, the track where he collected the 
bronze medal last season, and will 
now be making his bid for the world 
crown in Katowice, Poland, on Aug- 
ust 30. 

Ermolenko found himself the only 
American still left in the champion- 
ship when Kelly Moran was pulled 
out a few days before the Odsal date 
after crashing through a glass parti- 
tion while he was in Poland for the 
Ed Jancarz Testimonial Series. Kelly, 
whose younger brother Shawn had 
missed out earlier with a broken leg, 
severed an artery in his left wrist and 
was saved from near fatality by the 
prompt action of English rider Chris 


Morton, who applied an emergency 
tourniquet to stem the bleeding. 

Moran was rush to a hospital and 
on his return to England he had to 
have an operation to repair the dam- 
aged wrist. 

He will be out of action for some 
ume, but he was at the Inter-Conti- 
nental meeting to support his buddy, 
Ermolenko, whose chances looked 
bleak after he collected only two third 
places in his opening rides. Ermo- 
lenko was riding what he thought to 
be his best machine, but it was not 
suited to the rough track conditions 
and he did not have the power to 
make up ground after two poor starts. 

In his first heat he struggled to take 
third place from New Zealander Mitch 
Shirra and he tailed off last in his 
next outing after Australian Steve 
Baker fell, causing the race to be 
stopped, and was rerun with only 
three riders.

Ermolenko. He knew he had to do 
something fast if he was to stay in the 
competition and he gambled on 
switching to his stand-by machine. 
The gamble paid off. Ermolenko 
suddenly found his touch, giving 
British Champion Neil Evitts a fright 
before settling for second place and 
then scorching away from the tapes 
to win his fourth ride from Sweden's 
Jimmy Nielsen. 

That was enough to see Ermo- 
lenko through but another point from 
his final race gave him a more respec- 
table placing in the scorechart. He 
will have to be more consistent in 
Poland, but the object of the exercise 
was to get among those qualifiers 
and that 1s just what Ermolenko did. 

He admitted had had been a bit 
doubtful when he first saw the track. 
"It was 1n a terrible state and I was 
unlucky enough to be out in the first 
heat," explained Ermolenko. ''I 
thought I could rely on my number 
one bike but it wasn't picking up 
power quickly enough and I knew I 
had to take a chance on my second 
machine. Once I did that things began 
to go right. 

"I'm just pleased to get through to 
the final. I hope I’ve now left all my 
problems behind and I can have a 
good run in Katowice.” 

Ermolenko was not ranked when 
he took third place in last year's 
World Final but his performance for 
Wolverhampton in the British League 
this season have established him 
among the front runners for the title, 
and he will no longer be under-rated 
when he gets to Poland. But standing 
between the Californian hope and 
the world crown are the Danes who 
filled the top three places at Odsal. 

Current World Champion Erik 
Gundersen, aiming to complete his 
hat-trick of titles this year, was in 
brilliant form to win each of his five 
races in true champion style. The

Although 
Nielson stayed hard on his heels all 
the way he could not find a way 
through as Gundersen blocked every 
move. 

Therace virtually decided top place 
in the scorechart. Gundersen was not 
troubled in any of his other races and 
took the Inter-Continental title for 
the first time. Nielsen took full points 
from his other rides to finish runner- 
up and third spot went to another 
Dane, Tommy Knudsen of Coventry. 
Denmark had a fourth qualifier in 
Jan Pedersen, Gundersen’s British 
League clubmate at Cradley and the 
quartet will form a powerful Danish 
line-up for the World Team Cup 
which 1s to be decided at Odsal next 
month. 

England finished with four final- 
ists, headed by Evitts who had the 
advantage of riding for league club 
Bradford at Odsal week by week. Kel- 
vin Tatum, Chris Morton and Mar- 
vyn Cox will be joining him at Kat- 
owice but there will be no place for 
Jeremy Doncaster or for Second Div- 
ision rider Paul Thorp who was a 
late substitute for Kelly Moran, hav- 
ing won first reserve place in the pre- 
vious round. 

The Poland line-up will be com- 
pleted by Shirra, the sole New Zea- 
land survivor, and the only Swede, 
Nilsen, together with the five quali- 
fiers from the Eastern Zone semi- 
finals. ®

Canada RR opener

WESTWOOD, B.C., JULY 5-6 
The Westwood Motorcycle 
Racing Club and RACE com- 
bined their forces to put the 
best Canadian road racers on the 


track at the same time at the opening 
round of the Castrol/Canadian Na- 
tional Championship. When the two- 
day meeting was complete, however, 
two riders stood above the rest. 
Suzuki-mounted Gary Goodfellow 
came away with wins in the Super- 
bike and 750cc Production while 
Michel Mercier took the Formula 
One win. 

Formula-T wo has been attracting 
the dirt bikes, and both motocross 
and flat track were represented. Larry 
Taylor's CR500 Honda was good 
enough to take a solid third ahead of 
a number of more conventional F-2 
machines. The race belonged, how- 
ever, to Mike Sullivan and his R S250. 
He led every lap, pulling out a longer 
and longer lead. No matter how hard 
he tried, Darrin Gilmore could not 
find the motor to make up the time 
and had to settle for second place. 
Fourth was decided between a brand 
new TZ250 ridden by Bryan Rolls 
and the flat tracking XR500 of Randy 
Green; the TZ won. 

In the final analysis, the riders to 
beat on the big bikes were Goodfel- 
low and Mercier with their Suzuki 
GSXR750s. Perhaps it could be attri- 
buted to the AMA's longer races or 
the wide variety of tracks that they 
run on. Despite the very close racing 
in all classes, they were the ones who 
managed to go the distance consis- 
tently. 

Goodfellow started the 50-mile 
750cc Production final in 33rd posi- 
tion due to mechanical problems 
during the heat race. By the fifth lap 
he was in first place and try as he 
might, pole sitter Steve Dick could 
not get past him. There was extremely 
tight racing between them, but no 
mistakes and no changes of position. 
Crevier brought up third place in a 
similar fashion. The more interest- 
ing battles were back in the pack. Ken 
Lalonde fought his way up from 11th 
to fourth, coming in just ahead of the 
first out of province rider, Tom 
Douglas. 

Tom Walther's pole position over 
Goodfellow in the Superbike final 
was an indication of most of the race. 
Walther was totally pumped and led 
from the drop of the flag. Rueben 
McMurter went down in the esses on 
the second lap while trying for the 
lead. Mercier, Goodfellow and Dick

diced for second place until Dick 
threw his Interceptor away in corner 
one on lap 15. Walther's front wheel 
disappeared from under him on lap 
20 going into turn two and all of a 
sudden it was Goodfellow in the lead 
and stretching it out right through to 
the checkered flag. Crevier looked 
solid in third, until the bottom end of 
his FZ750 became solid, taking him 
out only two laps from the end. Roo- 
kie westcoast Pro Ken Lalonde grabb- 
ed third ahead of Norm Murphy. 

By the start of the Formula One 
race, the pit area was starting to look 
and sound like Daytona. McMurter's 
FZ was too trashed to consider racing. 
Miles Baldwin did not have enough 
parts to rebuild after the crank went 
away during the qualifier on Satur- 
day. Gary Berge suffered a stuck valve 
and was unable to start. Crevier's 
Superbike was welded internally and 
he came out on his Production ride. 

Walther again had the pole posi- 
tion for the start of this race and 
expressed every intention to battle it 
out with Goodfellow and win this 
time. Mercier surprised them both 
with a jump into first by the end of 
the first lap, followed by Art Robbins 
on the Rothmans Honda. Goodfel- 
low had managed to run off the track 
going into the hairpin on lap one 
and handicapped himself back to 
10th place. Dick came around in 
third on the first lap only to find New 
Zealander Steve Trinder manage to 
push past first him and then Robbins 
to hold second for several runds. 
Trinder's bike quit on him in lap 
seven stopping his drive to the top. 
Meanwhile, Goodfellow had roared 
on past Walther, Murphy, Dick and 
Robbins to grab second on the eighth 
lap. In doing so, he set a new lap 
record of 1:08.78, beating Miles Bald- 
win's old mark of 1:09.2. Unfortu- 
nately, that was the best he would do 
as he went down in corner three 
while trying to get past Mercier on 
lap 13. By the halfway mark, the only 
thing constant was the small but 
absolute lead that Mercier had on the 
rest of the field. Walther was now in 
second and matching Mercier lap for 
lap but did not make any more 
ground. The fight for third was be- 
tween Robbins and Dick, both bright 
lights for Honda Canada. Dick pulled 
ahead of him 10 laps from the finish 
and stayed there to the end.

Jeff Oldenberg, as he has done 
most of the season, proved to 
be the dominant rider in Dis- 
trict 23's 250cc Expert class. The

The double points opener of 
the second annual six-race sum- 
mer motocross series promoted 
by Argyll Park and Sand Hill 


Ranch saw Honda-mounted: Jon 
Nelson make the Sand Hill track his 
own, taking first, second and third 
overalls in the 125cc, Open and 250cc 
Pro classes, respectively. “It’s just 
one of those days when everything 
worked out,” said Nelson. 

Nelson went one and one in the 
125cc Pro class, but clashed with 
Honda rider Joey Schlag and Kelly 
Andris (Kiser Brothers Honda/Pro 
Circuit) in the Open Pro race.

Fairbanks riders dominated

Moto two found Williams in the 
lead again, but Munson got a good 
start and on lap three flew past and 
then threw a chain again. Good passed 
Williams and with a long lead over 
Munson took the win and the overall 
victory. Munson finished second and 
second overall while Williams slowed 
to finish fourth. 

The 250cc Experts watched as Blan- 
chard shot out into the lead. It was 
almost a repeat of day one with 
Butler and Munson in tow. Almost, 
because the difference was that Butler 
rode flawlessly. He passed Blanchard 
and with Munson right on his fender 
held on for the win. This was the 
only time all year Munson lost a 
moto without crashing or with a 
mechanical failure. 

Munson didn’t like it so he won the 
overall by winning the second moto. 
He had to pass leader Blanchard who 
led until lap seven. Butler finished 
second with Blanchard in third. eè
